The authorities wish it distinctly 
understood that only one photograph 
can be furnished, and the applicant 
must be the next of kin of the de- 
ceased soldier. It is estimated that 
it will take two months to obtain the 
pliotograph, dating from the time the 
‘request is received in London until 
‘the photograph is ready to send to 
Canada. fA 

"Many relatives have been writing 
to army chaplains asking them to, 
‘obtain photographs. This only en- 
tails delay, as the letters have to be 
sent onto the Graves Conmmission. 
‘All applicants are requested to note 
the addresses given above.

Farm Boys’ Camp 


Have Been Very Successful During 
the Last Two Years 


One of the outstanding features of 


agricultural education in Western 
Canada is the Farm Boys’ Camp, 
which will again be conducted in 
connection with the Saskatchewan 


Provincial Exnibition at Regina in 
July. These camps have been very 
successful during the last two years, 
and this year’s is intended to be on 
a larger scale than in previous years, 

The camp is somewhat similar to 
those conducted in connection with 
the state fairs of the United States, 
with, perhaps, this difference: The 
camp at Regina will be conducted 
more along the lines of an educa- 
tional institution, being virtually a 
short course in agriculture and ani- 
mal husbandry for farm boys under 
the direction of the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture, and is not to 
be looked upon as an outing and a 
reward for accomplishments on the 
It is felt, however, that un- 
less boys have in some way qualified 
for a place in the camp, they will not 
fully appreciate its advantages, and 
hence will not receive the full bene- 
fit at the training. The associations 
have, therefore, been asked that in 
choosing their teams, preference be 
given to those boys who have won 
prizes in calf, colt or other competi- 
tions. 

Teams of five boys cach will be 
chosen to represent the various agri- 
cultural associations throughout the 
province, and it is expected that at 
least 500 boys will attend the camp 
this year.

No matter how deeply she  pene- 
trates beyond the Russian border, 
she cannot realize her scheme of im- 
perial expansion if her enemies hold 
the seas. She is still a beleaguered 
nation, though the iron ring of her 
adversaries has been broken in the 
east. She has no ocean commerce, 
her colonies are gone, her _ fighting 
ships are bottled up at Wilhelms- 
haven and Kiel.

“Our future lies upon the wat- 
But, except for the Baltic and 
Black seas—and the wider activities 
of her submarines—Germany is shut 
off from the water. Her greedy plans 
for the acquisition of territory _be- 
yond the oceans have been checked. 
She has no longer any foothold in 
Asia or Africa, and South America, 
on which she formerly cast an envi- 
ous eye, has risen against her. She 
cannot permanently content herself 
with exploiting the border provinces 
of Rissia. Even if she is enabled, 
through the downfall of the Russian 
power, to build a great flect on the 
Black sea she will be confronted with 


the problem of getting it through the} 


Dardanelles and into successful oper- 
ation outside, 

Thus the situation 
to 


always comes 
the western front and the 
necessity, from Germany's point of 
view, for destroying the allicd line 
of blood and stcel that foils her there. 
Her Mittel Europa plan depends for 
its value on her ability to renew her 
business connections with the over- 


sea world, She has been willing to 
relinquish, if need be, her lauded 
gains in the west in exchange for 


permission to work her will on the 
But this has implied 
a return to the maritime facilities she 
enjoyed before the war. These the 
allies are in no mood to grant. They 
rule the oceans and so retain a vital 
advantage against her. And they 
will continue to do so unless she 
breaks down and shatters their mili- 
tary and naval power in the west. 

With these simple facts in mind, 
the vicious energy of her present 
campaign ‘is easily understood. . She 
confesses with every fresh sacrifice 
of her man-power in Picardy the in- 
substantial character of what she has 
won on her eastern frontiers. So 
long as the gallant armies of the al- 
lies in Belgium and France—togeth- 
er with the ships of the entente—are 
able to hold her back, the imperial 
future she has decreed for herself is 
impossible of attainment, She must 
crush her enemies where they have 
deliberately chosen to meet her su- 
preme challenge—where today they 
oppose her with the great mass of 
their troops and war craft, and 
where they are systematically con- 
serving their man-power at the ex- 
pense of hers, 

The German drive in the west for 
these reasons takes on a savage fury 
unknown heretofore even in_ this 
most fearful of wars. But the line 
and the resolution of the allies are 
unbroken, and Petain’s grim words 
still thrill in the breast of every 
defender of the world’s freedom: 
“They shall not pass!” — From the 
Providence Journal. 


i. S. Sending Large Army 


Response to Appeal of the Allies for 
Men to Help Defeat Germany 


According to the revised estimate 
of Maj. Gen. George W. Gocthals, 
acting quartermaster general, the 
United States will have an army of 
2,200,000 men by July 1, This means 
that by that date there will be 600,- 
000 more men in training than were 
contemplated when the original esti- 
mates for the next fiscal year were 
sent to congress. And as a result of 
the revision of these figures it is 
probable that an appropriation . of 
$10,000,000,000 to $11,000,000,000 will 
be asked for the army. Upon this 
basis of increase, the army by the end 
of the year is likely to be up to the 
strength of 3,000,000 men. 

It is also proposed to increase the 
strength of the marine corps from 
30,000 to 75,000 men, The plan is to 
maintain a full division of 28,000 ma- 
rines on the battlefields of France 
permanently, leaving 47,000 for re- 

lacements and reserves. When the 
Bnited States became involved: in the 
war the marine corps numbered only 
15,000 men. 

This is America’s tresponse to’ ap- 
peal of the allies for men to help de- 
feat Germany.—Washington Post.

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Destruction of Game 


Objection to Slaughtering of Game 
as a War Measure 


Respecting the more gencrous use 
of our game for the purpose of ek- 
ing out our meat supply during war 
times, I might say that outside of 
the Indian population there is very 
little hunting of big game or even 
feathered game in Saskatchewan for 
the exclusive purpose of supplement- 
ing our meat supply, the sport being 
a_primary consideration and the meat 
thus secured being quite secondary. 
During the past number of years, in 
order to provide against the reduc- 
tion of our wild life, we have been 
legislating in the direction of greater 
and greater restrictions in the annual 
fall hunt engaged in by our Nimrods. 
Last session the game act was again 
amended so as to conform with. the 
migratory bird treaty between Great 
Britain and the United States. 

While a game act is probably one 
of the most transient pieces of legis- 
lation we have, still we feel we have 
got the foundation of it just where 
we desire after twelve years of long 
and arduous work. In view of this, 
it would be with some reluctance 
that the people would consider the 
turning of our game into a commer- 
cial article for the purpose of barter 
and sale. 

If I might make a suggestion, I 
am of the opinion that the prohibi- 
tion as a war measure of the slaught- 
er of young lambs and calves would 
conserve and increase our meat sup- 
ply in a far more pfactical manner 
than any attempt at commercializing 
our game supplies could possibly ac- 
complish.—Letter from Hon, W. R. 
Motherwell, Minister of Agriculture, 
Saskatchewan, 


Peace Treaties-of No Value 


German Brutality Shows That There

H. P. Davidson, chairman of the 
American Red Cross war council, is 
in London after a tour of inspection 
of Red Cross work in the allied 
countries of Europe and will return 
to the United States almost immedi- 
ately to superintend the second Red 


Cross drive to raise another $100,- 
000,000 in a single week. 
A correspondent asked him what 


‘had most impressed him during the 
trip and Mr. Davidson replied that he 
had been most impressed by the ap- 
parent ‘result of the Brest-Litovsk 
treaty, which, together with the 
treaty with Roumania, has climin- 
ated from the minds of the allied 
peoples in Europe any question of a 
peace by negotiation. He said: 

“There is no longer any talk about 
Alsace-Lorraine and Belgium or of 
indemnity. There is just one cry 
and that is, ‘This world will not be 
safe until the military power of Ger- 
many is crushed.’ The same _ con- 
viction is held in Switzerland, Hol- 
land and other small neutral coun- 
tries, for it is now demonstrated as 
never before that a treaty with Ger- 
many is indeed a scrap of paper and 
there is no security of life and pro- 
perty so long as she possesses her 
military power.”

‘What British Soldiers Saw 


Brutal Treatment of Italian Prison- 
ers by the Huns 


Reuter’s agency has received cop- 
ies of carefully verified sworn state- 
ments which have been received from 
returned 
rom German prison camps and hos- 
Pitals as to the systematic brutality 
talian prisoners. 

hese emanate not from one partic 
ular centre only, but from over a 
dozen different parts of Germany, 
and are confirmed by independent 
testimony, . They are all of recent 
bat as the persons by whom the 
evidence is given have lately left 
Germany, the majority having been 
released from the camps in question 
only a month ago, In regard to the 
camp at Langensalza, evidence has 
been received from over a dozen in- 
dependent sources, Some of it is 
given below: 

Private J. Taylor, Essex regiment, 
says: “In November about 2,000 
Italian prisoners were brought in and 
pe in a separate part of the camp 

chind barbed wire. They were tn- 


necessarily knocked about by the 
non-commissioned officers and 
guards, who struck them with —riflé 


butts and scabbards. The Italians 
seemed famished, and used to rush 
for their soup, which was the sup- 
posed cause of the guard’s brutality, 
When I left they were still separated 
from us by barbed wire, so we could 
not help them with food, except one 
or two who slipped through the 
wire. Among these Italians were 
some who spoke English.” 

Lance-Corporal Horace Hills, Suf- 
folks, says: “Five or six thousand 
Italians came in, They had travel- 
led three or four days, and had had 
nothing at all to eat. After they 
arrived soup was brought in, and as 
they were starving they rushed at it. 
The Germans then dashed forward, 
and stabbed at them with their 
swords and bayonets, and killed and 
wounded a lot. Seven or eight Ital: 
lians were dying of starvation every 
day in the camp. They had no par- 
cels. I saw an Englishman give an 
Italian bread, and the Italian went 
down on his knees and kissed his 
hands.” 

Lance-Corporal H. J. Dadd, 
don regiment, says: “There 
strong feeling amongst the 
prisoners that something should be 
done for the Italian prisoners, who 
are being badly fed and generally 
pulled and knocked about, and who 
are, I understand, in our camp dy- 
ing at the rate of six or seven a day 
through starvation and dysentery. I 
have seen them run to pick up # 
piece of carrot peel.”

Mectings will be held in all dis- 
tricts of the province for the purpose 
of making preliminary. arrangements 
for the canvass, The organizer sent 
from Winnipeg headquarters will ar- 
tange mass meetings in the - larger 
towns of each district. These will 
be held on the eve of the campaign, 
in order that the workers and the 
people who will be canvassed will 
have a chance to hear first hand from 
the men who have been wounded in 
France and Flanders, what the Can- 
adian Red Cross does for the men 
when they are helpless and lonely. 


There are scores of returned sol- 
diers now convalescing from the ef- 
fects of serious wounds who are not 
only willing but anxious to tell the 
people of Manitoba what the Red 
Cross did for them right up at the 
trenches, in the hospital trains, in 
England, and in the prison camps of 
the Huns. These men feel they can 
serve their brothers who are _ still 
fighting in France best by urging ev- 
ery one to give generously to the 
Canadian Red Cross. In addition to 
the returned soldier, a local man will 
give an address on behalf of the Red 
Cross.

Early in the first month of — this 
year, the executive of the Canadian 
Red Cross met in Toronto and made 
up the budget for the year, Mani- 
toba was asked to raise $600,000— 
half of that amount to come from 
the city which has approximately 
half of the population of the pro- 
vince. On ‘Easter Friday the Ger- 
mans opened their tersible offensive 
on the west front, concentrating all 
the forces withdrawn from the Rus- 
sian front on our men. Instantly Red 
Cross supplies began to move out of 
the storage cepots in France at an 
unprecedented rate, Glad — indeed 
were the folks at home that no sin- 
gle message for Red Cross succor 
ever failed to bring with ‘the ‘great- 
est speed the supplies asked for, But 
this new state of affairs means that 
twice as much money as was origi- 
nally assessed will have to be sub- 
scribed if ‘the wounded are to con- 
tinue to receive the care which — is 
their right, until the end of the year.

New Sugar Regulations 


Situation in This Country Materially 
Changed Since the First 
of the Year 


Some surprise has been expressed 
by ‘the!’peneral public at the new 
sugar regulations put in force the 
first day of May by the Canada food 
board. People wondered why — the 
sudden s¢arcity of sugar, having un- 
derstood since the first of the’ year 
that’ the new ‘Cuban ctop’ was “suffi- 


cient to supply the wants of this 
country and the United States, what- 
evet might have been the situation 
in Europe, where Java “sugar” was 
cut off owing to war conditions. 


The situa ‘on in this country, how- 
ever, has been materially changed 
since the first of the year. At that 


time the international sugar ¢commis- 
sion of New York, which handles the 
raw sugar of this continent, allocat- 
ing and distributing the amounts in 
Canada and the Unitcd States, as 
well as other countries, considered 
that there was sufficient sugar in 
Cuba to allow Canada 320,000: tons 
as against 400,000 imported last 
year. As Canada last year exported 
55,000 tons of refined sugar, her con- 
sumption was then 345,000 tons and 
this year at 320,000 tons her supply 
would be reduced merely by 25,000 
tons or 6%, which would not have 
been a severe hardship upon any- 
body or make much disturbance in 
the trade. In addition to this out- 
look the commission expected to 
have a surplus of 700,000 tons to 
work on later, of which Canada's 
share would be 70,000 tons, or 10%, 
so that before the year was out this 
country would have been supplied, 
under former arrangements, with 45,- 
000 tons more sugar this year than 
last. Consequently there was no 
necessity for the food board placing 
any restrictions upon the consump- 
tion of sugar in this country, in view 
of the fact that trans-Atlantic ship- 
ping was so taken up with other 
more vital cargoes that space could 
not be spared for sugar. Wheat, 
meat, munitions and men for the 
army-are more imperatively needed 
in France than even sugar, and there 
are not ships enough to carry every- 
thing. > 

It was expected, however, that 
there would be shipping enough in 
the coastwise trade of the United 
States to bring raw sugar from Cuba 


and the West Indies to New _ York 
and other Amcrican points. Owing,’ 
however, to the congestion at “the 


wharves of the Atlantic coast, the 
breakdown in railway transportation 
and the generally and totally unex- 
pected demand upon-the American 
transportation system gencrally, it 
has become a difficult matter to move 
the freight necessary for this coun- 
try and the difficulty has not been 
overcome as yet. It was hoped that 
sonit™arrangement, fom bringing su- 
gar direct from Cuba to Canadian 
ports could have been effected but 
this attempt has had to be dropped, 
Shipping is not available, conse- 
quently the new sugar regulations,

—the monstrous machine which ¢om- 
mits these outrages. 


The German character as we know 
it is due partly to an innaté’ brutali- 
ty of the race which has always 
been in evidence, though for diplo- 
matic reasons sometimes carefully 
concealed; and partly to’ definite 
teaching on the part of their philos- 
ophers and historians, who have con- 
firmed and fortified the original Teu- 
tonic instincts. For. what is it that 
these high priests of Kultur have 
taught their countrymen? The his- 
torians have devoted all their efforts 
to proving that the German’ ‘tace is 
superior to all others; the philosoph- 
ers have lent the weight of their 
cridition to prove that powef means 
Success, and that right is to be in- 
terpreted only in terms of might.

In the Western States a leading 
American evaporating company

enormous consumption is forecasted. 

British Columbia has at New 
Westminster what is said to be the 
greatest vegetable drying plant on 
the continent. It has a daily capacity 
of over 100 tons, and* operated day 
jand night last winter, At other 
!points in the Fraser Valley and else- 
where a number of plants were es- 
tablished when war orders were 
placed. 

In British Columbia there has been 
much complaint over prices paid by 
evaporators, many producers — believ- 
ing that the concerns took unfair ad- 
vantage of general market condi- 
tions. ‘The outlook was also very 
much unsettled last winter when war 
lorders failed to arrive, and drying 
{plants shut down. If the industry 
outstrips war orders and manufac- 
tures to satisfy a widespread general 
demand, however, early difficulties 
lare pretty sure to be smoothed out 
and a profitable trade created for 
growers year-in and year-out on a 
contract basis, Certain it is that 
the evaporating process bids to be- 
come of permanent importance to the

Canada’s Fondness 
For Automobiles 


Holds Third Place in the Number of 
Automobiles in Use 


It will surprise most Canadians to 
know that among the nations of the 
world their country holds third place 
in the number of automobiles in use. 
In 1917 there were 199,302 cars reg- 
istered in Canada, an increase of 47,- 
705 over 1916, while the number of 
new cars registered in that year was 
nearly 76,000, ‘lhe increase for 1918 
is expected to be on a proportionate 


scale. One Canadian in every 40 
owns a car; and, roughly speaking, 
there is one automobile for every 


cight families, Considering that in 
1903 there were only 200 automobiles 
in Ontario, avd that in 1917, 84,353 
auto licenses were taken out, the in- 
crease is nothing short of amazing. A 
marked feature of the pre-eminence 
which Canada enjoys is the ever-in-

(Toronto) has given notice of h res- 
olution in the commons providing 
for community settlements for  dis- 
abled soldiers, with the government 
acting as financing contractor and 
designer of soldicrs’ model villages. 
Major Mowat's idea is to have well- 
planned little towns with houses for 
the soldiers and their families, where 
they can engage in making various 
articles of handicraft such as toys, 
art objects, etc, formerly imported 
into Canada.

Ordinarily marine insurance on the 
Great Lakes is limited to November 
30, although there is usually a volun« 
tary extension of four or five days 
beyond that date to accommodate 
the final rush, This year the expira- 
tion date was moved ahead to De- 
cember 12, with the further privilege 
of going out as late as the twenty- 
second, This, was largely a war 
measure, put into effect by the com- 
Panies interested because of the vast 
quantities of coal and ore and grain 
to be moved, the railroad congestion, 
and the desire to lend the Govern- 
ment all possible aid, 

As a result the early part of De- 
cember found scores of boats still in 
commission that ordinarily would 
have been laid up long before that 
date, with every prospect that they 
could continue uninterruptedly for 
some time, 

Then came the quickest shutdown 
in twenty years, according to veteran 
marine men. St. Mary’s river was 
clogged, floating, ice drifted into the 


St. Clair river at Port Huron with a. 


temperature below zero to aid in 
forming a barrier. Lake St. Clair, 
which up to that time had been an 
open sheet of water, became a sea of 
loose ice that speedily piled high and 
congealed into masses at some points 
several feet in depth, 

With the channel kept open be- 
tween Detroit and Windsor by the 
passenger and car ferries, the loose 
ice continued down stream, piled up 
in the vicinity of the Livingstone 
channel and Amherstburz, and put 
&n effectual stop to navigation either 
up or downbound in that vicinity, ex- 
cept es a channel might be broken 
through by powerful tug# and carfer- 
ries acting as pathfinders, 

As a result, almost-over night 100 
or more vessels, valued at many mil- 
lions, and carrying cargoes in many 
instances representing more than a 
half million dollars each, were con- 
fronted by the prospect of tying up 
far from their intended destination, 
and even spending the winter in mid- 
lake, hemmed in by an unbreakable 
barrier of ice, 

It was a time for strenuous action, 
and the men who were accustomed te 
doing things on a big scale rose to 
the occasion with a promptness that 


turned seeming disaster into victory 
after one of the most thrilling fights 
ever waged on the lakes. 


Grand Trunk and Pere Marquette 
Powerful ice-breaking 
steamers of the Detroit & Windsor 
fleet, tugs of the Great Lakes Tow- 
ing company and others were 
brought into play, but it took their 
combined efforts and many hours of 
unremitting battering at the ice jam 
before the boats held fast at the head 
of Lake Erie and in the lower river 
were enabled to move, 

Bucking ice is not the sort of pes- 
time a normal person would select 
as his favorite form of pleasure, 
Time and again it seemed that the 
giant ferries must give up the un- 
equal struggle, while the staunch 
tugs puffed and snorted and shoved 
their noses into the mass for.” few 
yards again, only to find that further 
headway was impossible for a bit, 
while the channel they had made 
promptly filled up almost before the 
vessels that followed could reach the 
open water, 

Yard by yard, rod by rod, mile by 
mile, the most powerful fleet of ice- 
breakers ever assembled for such a 
task kept at work, and always be- 
hind it came the _ heavily-laden 
freighters, doing their bit as best 
they could, moving almost impercept- 
{bly, it seemed to the watchers on 
shore, but ever gaining a little. 

It required long hours that proved 
dreary in spite of the attendant 
thrills before the first of the ices 
breakers ~ succeeded in cutting a 
channel] down past Bois Blac and 
out into the epen waters of Lake 
Erie. 

Eventually all the ships reached 
port, and when the coal stove league 
holds its sessions in the marine 
heddquarters around the lakes this 
winter there will be a fresh crop of 
stories regarding the most spectacu- 
lar cruise of two decades. And it is 
asafe gamble that with all tile 
thrills with which these narratives 
may be embellished the half will not 
nave been told.—Detroit Free Press, 


Reforestation in Quebec, 

Reforestation of denuded lands in 
Quebec continues to make progress, 
though on a small scale, The pre 
incial forest nursery at Berthiervy |!e 
is to be materially extended. The ra- 
forestation work of the Laurentide 
Conipany is particularly notable, 
Planting also has been done by tiie 
Riordan Company and the Pejepscot 
Company, 

So far, practically all of the for- 
est planting has been done on. pii- 
vately-owned lands, but the provin- 
cial government has now under con- 
sideration the question of syst: matic 
reforestation of denuded Crown 
lands. Obviously, the question is one 
of the highest possible importance,

A well known character of the 
North West Territories died in Mac- 
leod hospital a few days ago. David 
Mills (colored) aged 61 © years, 
Dave” as he was known by every 
old timer in the west, claimed’ that 
he was the first white man in Alber- 
ta. He came with his father, who 
was a cook for a bunch of whiskey 
traders, about 1868, from Montana, 
to what is now known as Macleod. 
Their first place of business was 
Fort Whoopup, which is about six 
miles from Macleod. Dave's. father 
dicd a few years after reaching the 
fort, and the boy took over the du- 
ties of chief cook and bottle washer. 
Most of the trading was done with 
the Blood Indians and, according. to 
Dave, many a time he has seen doz- 
ens and dozens of splendid buffalo 
hides traded for a bottle of Red-eye, 
also the Indians would trade these 
hides for a rifle, stacking up the 
skins until they reached the height of 
the gun, as is known, in those days 
they used the old long-barrel rifle. 

Things went on like this until the 
Royal ‘ North West Mounted Police 
came, in ’74, and they started to rule

Forced To Descend 


Capturing the Three Members of 
the Crew of a German 


Airplane 
Capt. Herbert Hartwell of Spring- 
field, Mass., and Lieut. Walter 


France, of Oakland City, Ind, have 
been decorated with the French war 
cross by the French general com- 
manding the Chemin des Dames sec- 
tor, for capturing the three members 
of the crew of a German airplane, 
which had taken part in an air raid 
over Paris about a fortnight ago. 

Capt. Wolf, a Prussian, and the 
pilot of the German machine, and 
Lieut. Kammerer, the bomb dropper, 
were -captured by Lieut. France, 
while the mechanician of the air- 
plane, Sergt. Fisher, was captured 
by Capt. Hartwell. 

“We were stationed near Clamecy 
when we heard that raiders were on 
their way toward Paris, and later we 
heard them returning towards their 
own lines,” writes Licut, France, “I 
could tell by the sound that their 
motor was falling and soon saw the 
German>machine descending. 

“The captain and I ran toward the 
Germans as their machine struck the 
earth. It landed against a shell cra- 
ter, and the men_ were catapulted 
from the airplane, They then set fire 
to it. 

“The Prussian captain was chased 
into an old, disused trench, where he 
was taken prisoner. Then the Ger- 
man lieutenant was pursed, _ but 
two shots from an automatic pistol 
soon halted him, We took our cap- 
tives to our quarters, where we gave 
first aid to the captain, whose back 
was burned, and the sergeant whose 
back was injured. 

“The lieutenant, who was unhurt, 
spoke English until the captain ord: 
cred him to keep silent. The German 


captain offered me his iron cross, but 
I refused tu accept it. After the 
German machine had been set afire 
an undropped bomb exploded, but 


did no damage.”

There was wreckage floating and 
good fortune brought McDonald to 
the surface behind it, so that he was 
hidden from the sight of the enrag- 
ed submarine crew. 

During their search for him a _de- 
stroyer hove in sight and the Ger- 
mans had to abandon the schooner 
and the U-boat fled.

No longer will female spies and 
propagandists enjoy the immunity 
under which they have hitherto op- 
erated, The president’s ~proclama- 
tion, pursuant to a recent congres- 
sional enactment, places female en- 
emy aliens on the same footing 
males, All the restrictions which 
have been devised to circumvent the 
male agents of kaiserism will now 
apply to the women who have been 
as active and as dangerous as_ their 
husbands and brothers and fathers.

Trees On the Prairie 


Long Stretches of Level Prairie 
Would Be Broken and 
Beautified 


Dr. W. W. Andrews of Regina has 
a clear idea of one of the chiet needs 
of Saskatchewan—trees, Dr. An- 
drews, The Regina Leader says, pro 
oses that»-each road in the province 
¢ guarded by four lines of ‘trees on 
either side. The two inner lines of 
trees, that is, those on the road line 
on either side, should consist of ash 
and elm. These should: be intermix- 
ed with tore rapidly-growing trees 
to afford almost immediate ~ protec- 
tion, and which could be removed as 
the permanent trees become of suffi- 
cient size,. The outer row on each 
consist of carraganas, 
poplars, ete., which could be made 
to grow sufficiently dense near the 
ground to act as wind breaks and 
snow guards. 

With this scheme carried into ef- 
fect, as Dr, Andrews says, there 
would be no deep drifts on the roads 
in winter: the trees would point thé 
way in blizzards, and make the roads 
safe even for school children in win- 
ter; hot winds would not dry up the 
fields as now, and long stretches of 
level prairie would be broken and 
beautified, as countless roadsides in 
Ontario are beautified now by ave- 
nues of trees.

“The thought of war was always 
popular among Germans, and it be- 
came obvious during the two or 
three yeats which preceded the pres- 
ent conflict that our people had made 
up their minds that it was inevitable. 

In January, 1913, Otto von Gott- 
berg, writing in the Jung Deutsch- 
land Post, declared ‘War is the most 
exalted and the saintliest form of 
human action, War is beautiful!’ 

Dr. William Fuchs, writing in the 
Berlin Post, in January, 1912, declar- 
ed ‘Peace is not only shame, it is 
the end, the finish, of German great- 
ness,’ And in December, 1912, Dr. 
Schmidt-Gabichenfels, editor of the 
Anthropologische Zeitschriften, said 
in that pertodical, ‘War is the only 
thing ithat can preserve our Kultur. 
War is part of God’s own  world- 
system, It is indispensable for the 
Creation~and for the maintenance of 
all that is good, beautiful, great and 
exalted.’ 

“Then again the Taglische Rund- 
schau in ovember, 1912, said, ‘If 
war did not exist, a real friend of 
mankind would invent it, We Ger- 
mans should consider war as a heal- 
cr, as the doctor who not only cures 
all ee of the soul, but those of 
the hody also. | Without it life would 

¢ absolutely impossible.’ 

“Well, we have had war for nearly 
four years. Have any of these theo- 
ries proved correct? Physically the 
war has caused the death of millions 
of men, and brought to the German 
people nothing but misery, priva- 
tions and sickness. Psychologically it 
has wrought the decay of our moral- 
ity and the deterioration of our fam- 
ily life.
